HAVANA, Nov. 10.—(UP)—One 
American citizen was held among the 
rebel prisoners at Camp Columbia to- 
day for court martial in connection 
with the abortive revolution this week 
against the government of President 
Ramon Grau San Martin, according 
to unofficial reports. 

The newspaper El Pais said that 
the American was Humberto Allen, 
born in Cuba, the son of E. N. Allen, 
long in business here. The paper pub- 
lished his name in a list of rebel pris- 
oners held at the army headquarters 
for trial. 

Wailing women besieged military 
authorities in a pitiful plea for 
leniency and mercy as the government 
began its court martial of rebel 
leaders. 

Death sentences were expected 
most cases. However, only the leaders 
of the attempt to overthrow the gov- 
ernment of President Ramon Grau 
San Martin will beshot, the United 
Press was informed. The rest of the 
sentences will be commuted. 

More Weeping. - 

Hundreds of other weeping men and 
women thronged to the emergency, hos- 
pitals and morgues seeking to identify 
relatives shot down in the two days 
of fighting which ended with the gov- 
ernment’s capture of the rebel strong- 
hold at Atares fortress, on the out- 
skirts 6f Havana. : 

The known dead reached 130, with 
unofficial reports indicating 60 others 
had been killed, bringing the probable 
tota) dead to 190. The final count was 
expected to pass 200, with hundreds 
severely wounded. :

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—(@H)— 
Although the national prohibition law 
will be wiped off.the books by formal 
action on December 5, officials made 
it clear today that the federal gov- 
ernmént does nt intend to surrender 
control of the distilling industry. 
President Roosevelt was said to be 
convinced that thé government has au- 
thority, under the recovery act and 
the farm measure, to license the Jiquor 
industry and in all probability that 
will be done. 

The licensing would be effective in 
the interim from December 5 until 
eongress enacts some form of control 
legislation for the production and dis- 
tribution of distilled products, and 
beyond: that time if congress does not 
act. 

The president was said to intend to 
proclaim the repeal of prohibition as 
soon as he receives formal notification 
of convention action in order to make 
effectiye the elimination of the spe- 
cial taxes that were designed to die 
with prohibition. The treasury had

ry. 
No Proelamation Needed. 

Attorney-General Cummings said 
late today that no formal proclama- 
tion by the secrtary of state was neces- 
sary to make repeal effective but that 
the eighteenth amendment would au- 
tomatically die when the thirty-sixth 
state has ratified the «twenty-first 
amendment.

The farm administration announced 
today approximately $4,500,000 in 
“price equalizing payments” will be 
made to flue-cured tobacco growers 
in Georgia, South Carolina aud east- 
ern North Carolina, who sold all or 
any part of their crop prior to and 
including October 7. 

To qualify for this payment, grow- 


'ers will be required to participate in 
ithe flue-cured tobacco adjustment pro- 


gram which will be launched within 
the next 10 days. 

Applications for the price equaliz- 
ing payment are being prepared and 
will be distributed simultaneously witb 
the production adjustment contracts. 

These payments will be 20 per cent 
of the actual receipts of the tobacco 
sold from July 28 to September 1, 
inclusive, and 10 per ce&t of the 
actual receipts of that sold from Sep- 
tember 25 to October, inclusive. 

$1,300,000 To Georgia. 

J. B. Hutson, chief of the adminis- 
tration’s tobacco section, estimated 
that of the $4,500,000, slightly more 
than $1,300,000 would be paid to 
Georgia farmers, $1,200,000 to South 
Carolina growers and $2,000,000 to 
North Carolina farmers. 

These payments are being made to 
equalize the price averages paid flue- 
cured growers before and after mar- 
keting agreement for this type lead 
became effective September 25.

The American dollar slipped to an- 
other new post-war low level in Lon- 
don at $5.16 3-4 to the pound Fri- 
day, but rallied to close at $5.11 3-4. 

Gold currencies were under pressure 
some of the time on the London mar- 
ket, as well, and likewise improved 
at the finish on bear coverjng. 

In Paris the -dollar dropped 27 
centimes during the day, closing at 
15.84 francs (6.31 cents to the franc) 
after touching 15.80 francs (6.32 
vents), the lowest rate since 1925. 

Notwithstanding these developments 
grain prices underwent material set- 
backs in Chicago. Wheat closed un- 
settled, 7-S to 1 7-8 cents under yes- 
terdays finish. Corn was 3-4 to 1 
cent down and oats was 7-8 to 1 7-8 
cents off. 

Cotton prices in New York ruled 
moderately higher fora time, but trad- 
ing saw the gains disappear. 

Speculative interest on the buying 
side of stocks waned in New York, 
and quotations declined. The United 
States government and the high-geade 
investment list were still soft. 

On the stock exchange some of the 
geld mining shares firmed somewhat 
toward the close, and other groups 
were almost uniformly lower.

Gormley May Ask Court 
To Authorize Direct 
Borrowing From R. F.C. 


Authorization by court order for di- 
rect borrowing from the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation for liquida- 
tion of closed banks may be sought 
by R. E. Gormley, state superintend- 


ent of banks. ; 
The superintendent at present is 


working on a plan involving sale of 
the assets of the closed state banks 
to some solvent corporation, which 
in turn would borrow from the RFC, 

Some difficulty, however, has been 
encountered in finding corporations 
willing to purchase the free assets 


at what the banking department con- 
siders a liberal figure, and acceptable 
to the RFC as guarantor on the pa- 


?. 

The state legal department twice 
has held that ‘the superintendent of 
banks, who is liquidator of the closed 
institutions, has no authority under 
the state law to borrow money for 
the benefit of depositors. The RFC, 
on the other hand, has declined to 
buy outright from him, although his 
authority to tell is unquestioned. 
Those two decisions led to. the pres- 
ent plan for working through an in- 
termediary ‘corporation. 

Some attorneys, however, have sug- 
gested to the banking superintendent 
that the opinions of the legal depart- 
ment might be overturned if the Gues- 
tion were presented -to the courts. 

Gormley, asked about the reported 
proposal, said he had received several 
such suggestions but had come to no 
conclusion on them. He indicated he 
would see how good a deal could be 
made through the intermediary cor- 
porations before going further with 
the new plan. 

He said the attorneys who made 
the suggestion believed an order of 
superior court could be obtained and 
an appeal made to the supreme court 
and passed on within 30 days, in view 
of the emergency nature of the ques- 
tion. 

_ Reconstruction Corporation offi- 
cials, he said, have indicated they 
would lend to him direct only upon 
approval by the state’s highest court.

fore the agreement was signed the 
averages paid on Georgia and South 
Carolina border markets were ap- 
proximately 12 to 13 cents a pound. 

The agreement is designed to give 
farmers a parity price of approxi- 
mately 17 cents a pound and the aver- 
age has been maintained in this neigh- 
borhood since the agreement became 
effective. 

In explaining the reason for the 
10 per cent payment to those growers 
who sold their tobacco during the first 
two weeks after the Carolina markets 
ended a three-week marketing holiday, 
Hutson said: 

_“Prices have advanced each week 
since the market reopened, but a large 
part of the advance had taken place 
by the end of October 7. Current 
prices are fully 10 per cent higher 
than those that prevailed during the 
period from September 25 to Octo- 


er 7. 
Closed. 

The tobacco warehouses in North 
and South Carolina were closed Sep- 
tember 1 because of low prices. They 
reopened September 25. During that 
period 95 per cent of the flue-cured 
growers signed agreements to reduce 
production in 1934 and 1935 as muh 
- 30 per cent of their base produc- 
ion. 

At the same time, negotiations for 
a marketing agreement were launched 
resulting in the signing of the agree- 
ment on October 12. Buyers agreed 
to purchase not less than their usual! 
requirements of about 250,000,000 
pounds during the remainder of the 
marketing season at a minimum aver- 
age price of 17 cents a pound. 

“Much of the flue-cured crop had 
been marketed before we were able to 
do the things that resulted in an im- 
proved price,” Hutson said. 

He estimated domestic buyers had 
purchased about 75,000,000 pounds 
prior to the marketing holiday. This 
included the entire Georgia crop and 
a portion of the crop in the Caro- 
linas.

agreement, range between 40 and 45 
per cent higher than those which pre- 
vailed for similar grades just prior 
to the closing of the market on Sep- 
tember 1. 
_ “Manifestly, it would be a grave in-

Capitals Reveal Diver-

Widely divergent views on disarma-

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INSULL AND GREECE. 

The prompt action of the United 
States government in protesting— 
tantamount to notice of abrogation 
—the recently entered into extra- 
dition treaty with Greece following 
the refusal of that country to turn 
Samuel Insull over to American au- 
thorities, is. obviously the only 
course that could be faken in the 
situation. that resulted from an ac- 
tion which made the treaty little 
more than “‘a scrap of paper.” 

The treaty is simple in form and 
is similar to those between the 
United States and other countries 
and in line with the general form 
of extradition agreement in use by 
all nations. It simply binds the 
signatory countries to turn over for 
trial in the courts of his own coun- 
try any refugee who has sought 
safety outside of the legal jurisdic- 
tion of the nation of which he is a 
citizen. 

Such treaties do not give the 
nation which is asked for the per- 
son of an alleged law-breaker the 
right to go into the merits of the 
charges against him. The funda- 
mental reason for an extradition 
treaty is. that the courts of the 
accused person’s country may be 
given this opportunity, 

When Greece _ therefore, en- 
tered into a hearing of the merits 
of the case and based its declina- 
tion upon the findings of that hear- 
ing, nothing was left for the United 
States to do except to denounce 
the treaty. 

Back of the unprecedented ac- 
tion of the Greek courts in appar- 
ently going out of their way in 
order to keep Insull as a resident 
of their country, undoubtedly lies 
the close relationship, both finan- 
cial and personal, which has ex- 
isted for years between Insull and 
Basil Zaharoff, so-called ‘‘mystery 
man’’ of Europe, and for more than 
a quarter of a century the most 
powerful and sinister figure on the 
continent, 

Zaharoff was born in Greece, of 
poor parents, and his development 
into the Old World’s most influen- 
tial man was made with the assist- 
ance and co-operation of such 
other financial giants as Samuel 
Insull. | 

Greece has gone through the 
World War period and the depres- 
sion under the protection of Zaha- 
roff’s millions. It is not strange, 
therefore, that there should be an 
unwillingness to relinquish a citi- 
zen who has already outlined a new 
financial empire in the near east, 
with Athens as the seat of its he&d- 
Quarters. 


NEW ANTI-BILLBOARD MOVE. 

A real step toward the long- 
sought elimination of objectionable 
signs and billboards from the high- 
ways of the country may be ac- 
cqmplished through the national 
recovery program, if suggestions 
contained in a resolution recently 
passed by the special board for pub- 
lic works are adopted. 

The resolution calls for loans or 
grants after January 1 to be made 
only for highway projects with 
rights-of-way—not paving—having 
a minimum width of 150 feet, with 
parallel footpaths, and for the plant- 
ing along these highways such trees 
and shrubs as “will in the course 
of time bring about screening of 
the highway.” 

These recommendations are in 
line with the recommendations of 
Thomas H. McDonald, chief of the 
bureau of public roads, who urges 
the complete elimination of com- 
mercial advertising signs both on 
rights-of-way and contiguous prop- 
erty, of filling stations, stands and 
other business structures which en- 
croach upon the rights-of-way, and 
the planting of trees and shrubbery 
in such a way as to enhance’ the 
natural beauty of the territory 
traversed. = a

BARTER AND FOREIGN TRADE. 

Walter Parker, of New Orleans, 
noted southern economist, in a re- 
cent statement places emphasis on 
the important part played by bar- 
ter in international trade. 

Using the case of Japan as an 
illustration of the necessity for un- 
interrupted flow of trade to and 
fro between nations, he points out 
that “Japan for many years has 
been selling to us her raw silk and 
buying from us our cotton, Like all 
foreign trade this business is, in 
the last analysis, merely barter; we 
swap our cotton for Japanese silk, 
the figures showing that just as we 
buy more Japanese silk, they buy 
more American cotton.” 

It is cited that.as a surplus-pro- 
ducing country, we must export 
more than we import, and that as 
a creditor country we must im- 
port more than we export, but that 
as a high-tariff country, under 
which we embargo imports from 
our debtors, we brought about an 
impasse that made smooth “barter” 
impossible. ’ 

Arguing that as a creditor na- 
tion we need to lift the existing 
embargoes on imports so that all 
cotton-consuming nations, may free- 
ly buy cotton from us and’ pay for 
it by exporting their surplus com- 
modities to us, he again cites the 
case of Japan to prove his point. 

That country sold us from her 
1925-26 silk crop some 412,000 
bales, and during the same year we 
sold her merchants 850,000 bales 
of cotton, .Five years later we 
bought 526,000 bales of the 
1931-32 Japanese silk crop, and 
shipped to Japan 2,240,000 bales 
of cotton. In other words, com- 
ments Mr. Parkér,.when-we bought 
28 per cent more silk, Japan 
bought 160 per cent more cotton. 

Many factors entered into the 
Increased consumption of cotton by 
Japanese firms during these five 
years, but, in the main, Mr. Par- 
ker’s argument that a material im- 
petus to buying is to be credited 
to the receipts from our silk pur- 
chases, is undoubtedly sound. 

America as the world’s greatest 
producing nation, all things consid- 
ered, can never be hurt by a lib- 
eral exchange of goods. Other na- 
tions, such as Japan and her silk 
and Brazil and her coffee, may out- 
Produce us in certain products, 
but, on the average, the general 
productive superiority of.the United 
States will always put the balance 
of trade, and therefore of profits, 
on the right side of our ledger. 

The Roosevelt administration has 
clearly indicated its realization of 
this fact, as indicated by the recip- 
rocal treaties which are now pro- 
posed with Latin American coun- 
tries, and in the interest of which 
Secretary of State Hull is planning 
a good-will tour of South America. 

Such a basis for foreign trade !s 
hot only based on a “live-and-let- 
live’ policy, but is the only sensi- 
ble course for America to follow tn 
view of her position as a produc- 
ing and creditor nation.

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Euthanasia. 


Bringing about the painless death 
of an incurable patient is one of the 
provisions of a new law proposed by 
the Prussian minister of justice.

Health Talks

HOLDING THE BREATH. 

A normal person at rest can take a 
full breath and then hold his breath 
45 seconds—that is the average, some 
persons break at 30 seconds, some not 
until a full minute. 

But if there is some impairment of 
fhe heart of the’ efficiency of the 
circulation, the time the individual 
can hold his breath is shortened. If 
it falls below 20 seconds he should 
leave a note asking St. Peter to call 
a doctor. 

Now and chen some one ney 
assures me that although afflicted wit 
this and that serious malady he can 
readily hold his breath 50 seconds? 
What of it? I knew a man who was 
so sick he was dead and he had been 
holding his breath for hours when I 
gracefully bowed myself out. 

Some students in California, having 
nothing much the matter and nothing 
else to do, held their breath for more 


for the stunt by several minutes of 
forced breathing first, to get the car- 
bon dioxide content of the blood and 
the air in the lungs away down and 
the oxygen concentration away \up, 
and then filled the lungs with pure 
oxygen just before they began holding 
the breath. 

Anybody can by 1 1-2 or two min- 
utes of moderately forced breathing— 
that is, deeper inhalations through 
open mouth and nose and slightly 
forced exhalations at slightly more 
than the normal rate per minute—so 
charge the blood with oxygen and low- 
er the carbon dioxide tension in it 
that he or she can readily hold the 
breath two minutes. 

Accumulation of carbon dioxide, and 
not diminution of the oxygen, in the 
air in the lungs, is what makes us 
breathe. 

In any case of asphyxia where ar- 


is a great advantage if instead of air 
the victim can be made to breathe a 
mixture of air or oxgen with-from 5 
to 10 per cent of carbon dioxide, as 
from an inhalator—but never from 4 
pump or lung motor. Only Schafer's 
manual prone pressure should be used 
to make the victim breathe. 

If you are not sure you are pre- 
pared to resuscitate in any emergency, 
send for the illustrated booklet “Re- 
suscitation” (inelose a dime and a 
stamped envelope’ bearing your ad- 
dress). 

The chief purpose of the bellows 
breathing exercise is to add _ the 
booster pump effect to the circulation, 
to aid the return of blood through the 
veins to the right side of the heart, 
whence it is pumped ‘into the lungs 
for oxygenation. 

One cannot actually increase - the 
absorption of oxygen by “deep breath- 
ing.” Any and every such spurt of 
deeper or faster breathing is inevita- 
bly compensated by a following period 
of shallower or slower breathing, even 
by a period of no breathing, so that 
the normal level of oxygen and car- 
bon dioxide in the blood is regained 
in a few moments, Almost any other 
exercise than forced breathing will 
more certainly. increase the absorp- 
tion of oxygen in the body and the 
metabolism rate. 

It is best to try to forget all pre- 
conceived notions about the way to 
breathe, and especially the teachings 
of “physical culture” charlatans and 
the like. No matter whether you are 
a soldier on parade, an athlete in 
training or just a plain person, you 
will find it distinctly to your advan- 
tage in every way to get rid of your 
chesty complex and resume _ bellows 
breathing where you left off a thou- 
sand years ago.

“There are difficulties in the way 
of effectuating a wide distribution at 
low cost, of standardized high-quality 
electric appliances which the manu- 
facturers of this country are produc- 
ing. These difficulties are by no 
means insuperable. While I am not 
at liberty to discuss the matter at 
this time, I would be less frank than 
I have a right to be if I did not say 
that a definite plan for this phase of 
the program is approaching comple- 
tion, with the co-operation of many 
interests.” 


However much the objective of an 
electrified America may desired, 
“we will fail unless we apply to this 
program. practical judgment and sound 
business principles, ~ he’ said. 

“What the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority is required to do in its pow- 
er program is to set up an area for 
power operations. That area is to be 
on a comparable basis with typical 
private operations. To set up such 
a “yardstick” the Authority obviously 
must undertake to serve an area 
which is large enough and sufficiently 
concentrated; and with an adequate- 
ly diversified industrial, commercial 
and residential load to provide a fair 
test. As businessmen, it is apparent 
to you that if the Authority is to 
serve only the parts of a territory 
which a private uility has not chosen 
to serve, or is to serve only sparsely 
populated areas, the result of our op- 
erations cannot possibly be set up as 
a measuring rod. The Authority will 
necessarily have to undertake to serve 
a balanced area, including some cities 
of substantial size, good farm terri- 
tory and reasonably favorable distri- 
bution possibilities. 

Program is Constructive, 

“This power program is a construc- 
tive measure. Congress has not de- 
clared a national policy against the 
private ownership and operation of 
public utilities. It has rather provid- 
ed for an additional measure of pub- 
lic protection against abuses in the 
conduct of a business which, by its 
very nature, is a matter of funda- 
mental public concerfi. 

“So much for the first objective of 
the Tennessee Valley Authority—the 
regulatory, public control purposes of 
this national power policy’ We come 
then to the second objective, of at 
least equal significance. 

“The power program of congress 
and the president has as its major 
objective a constantly wider use of 
ele@tricity. The goal of this national 
power policy is a constructive one: 
it is nothing less than the electrifica- 
tion of the homes ‘and farms of the 
United States. It is for the Authority 
to lead the way through the tangle of 
engineering obstacles and of economic 
difficulties which obstruct the path to 
a genuinely widespread use of this 
great resource of electricity. I know 
something of the difficulties which lhe 
ahead. This is not an academic exer- 
cise; it is not going to be a Sunday 
school picnic. We: have been advised 
on the business problems which have 
to be surmounted. We know some- 
thing of the engineering difficulties; 
of the problems of rising costs of 
transmission: of the problems of water 
control; of the difficulties of unfa- 
yorable peak loads, There is a serious 
problem of changing our customs of 
doing things. But in spit of all the 
difficulties, I am convinced that this 
objective of an electrified America is 
no mere Utopian dream, It can aid in 
the program of re-employment and na- 
tional recovery toward which slowly 
but surely the American people, under 
the leadership of President Roosevelt, 
are moving. 

“Throughout the Tennessee Valley 
Authority act we find such language 
as this ‘The board is hereby author- 
ized and directed to make studies, ex- 
periments and determinations to pro- 
mote the wider and better use of elec- 
tric power for agricultural and domes- 
tic use, or for small or local indus- 
tries, and it may co-operate with said 
government, or their subdivisions or 
agencies, with educational or research 
institutions, and with co-operatives or 
other organizations in the application 
of electric power:to the fuller and 
better balanced development of the re- 
sources of the region.’ And again: ‘In 
order to promote and encourage the 
fullest possible use of electric light 
and power on farms within reason- 
able distance of any of its transmis- 
sion lines, the board in its discretion 
shall have power to construct trans- 
mission lines to farms and small vil- 
lages that are not otherwise supplied 
with electricity at reasonable rates

“Looking at the country as a whole, 
without respect to public operation or 
private operation, it is perfectly evi- 
dent that we now have and soon will 
have a tremendous surplus supply of 
electricity. Within the area of the 
Tennessee valley, for example, private- 
ly owned electrie companies have gen- 
erating and transmission facilities 
which can care for between 30 and 
40 per cent more demands for elec- 
tricity than ig now required, even 
allowing for reasonable spare capacity. 
A fair estimate is that 25 per cent 
of the investment in power houses 
and transmission lines is idle, and is 
piling up fixed charges, because the 
customers of these companies are still 
tied to'a low average use of elec- 
tricity. The Tennessee Valley Author- 
it has a hydro-electric plant at Mus- 
cle Shoals with a rated installed ca- 
pacity of 250,000 hovsepower. But 
that is only the beginning of the 
story. The Authority is constructing 
a dam and power house at Cove creek 
and another dam and power house 
above Muscle Shoals at what is known 
as the “Joe Wheeler” dam, which to- 
gether will increase the capacity of 
Wilson dam to at least 600,000 horse- 
power. Out in Colorado, Boulder dam 
is rapidly being carried: toward com- 

letion at a total cost of $165,000,000. 

oulder dam on completion in 1937 
will add to the nation’s annual supply 
of electrical energy 4,330,000,000 kilo-~ 
watt hours. At Grand Coulee on the 
Columbia riyer and at Bonneville in 
Oregon are two giant power develop- 
ments which are under way, estimated 
to cost another $100,000,000. The 
State of New York and the Dominion 
of Canada are making plans for a 
giant power development on the_St. 
Lawrence river with an installed ca- 
pacity of 2,200,000 horsepower. 


Problem of Distribution. 


“These figures present the crux of 
the power problem in the United 
States today—how to get this tremen- 
dous existing and future supply of 
electricity to the people, It is evri- 
dent that we have electricity in al- 
most unlimited abundance. The peo- 
ple need and want this electricity. 
The problem is how to put this elec- 
tricity into the homes, the farms and 
the factories of the United States. In . 
the solution of this problem all of 
us have a common interest. The lead- 
ers of the electric utilities, as busi- 
nessmen with a responsibility to their 
stockholders and to the consumers, 
are greatly concerned. Clearly the 
consumers and the industrialists are 
vitaily interested. The manufacturers 
of electric equipment are immediately 
affected, 

“Breaking through the ring of dif- 
ficulties, harnessing this electricity 
for the benefit of the people of the 
country is a task which ls for the 
co-operation of industry and govern- 
ment. I would like to submit for your 
consideration and for the considera- 
tion of every citizen who sees the sig- 
nificance of this situation, my con- 
ception of the underlying principles 
which should govern the labors of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority and all 
the other agencies ‘whose co-operation 
is needed in accomplishing the elec- 
trification of America., 

“T suggest a 5-point program which 
I should first like to enumerate and 
then discuss more in detail: 

“1. We must begin thinking in 
terme of an electrified America and 
cast aside the tradition which is bind- 
ing us to our present niggardly use 
of electricity. 

“2 Our entire electric rate struce 
ture must be re-examined and dras- 
tically revised. 

“3. Electric-using appliances must 
be put into the homes and on the 
farms on a scale heretofore not suc- 
cessfully attempte. 

“4. All the forces of businesa, sci- 
entific and engineering ingenuity and 
technique must be concentrated upon 
the problem of reducing certain of 
the costs of operation. 

“5. The people of the country must 
be brought to realize that there is 
a pool of electricity lying idle, ready 
and waiting to be used, and to real- 
ize what electricity can do in light- 
ening their burdens, in _ increasing 
their incomes and making for a richer 
and better life.” 

Emphasizes Co-operation Need. — 

In emphasizing his statement that 
the program needs the co-operation of 
the leaders of the industry, Mr. Lil- 
ienthal said, “you have one of them 
in Georgia—in fact; right in this 
room.” His comment was taken to 
refer’ to Preston S. Arkwright, presi- 
dént of the Georgia Power Company, 
a guest at the dinner. 

In an interview Friday, Mr. Lilien- 
thal said that electric service to mu- 
nicipalities and rural communities 
from the Tennessee river valley 
power development will begin about 
February 1. At that time a_trans- 
mission line into northeast Missis- 
sippi to Tupelo probably will be com- 
pleted. 

Wide interest in the prospects of 
electric service for rural communi- 
ties at- comparatively low cost from 
the Tennessee valley development is 
being created not only in the south- 
east but all over the country, he re- 
ported. He said that approximately 
165 munieipalities, within feasible 
distance ‘of the development . area, 
have already applied for service or 
have made inquiries, and that only 2 
few have their own distributing sys- 
tems. It ‘will be necessary to con- 
struct transmission lines before the — 
service can be made available, he 


said.

BANKERS LIGENSES 


Trant Tells Association 
Institutions’ Manage- 
ment Must Be Improved 


“Importance of improving the qual- 
ity of the management of the banks 
would justify the passing of a law re- 
quiring the licensing of all bank of- 
ficials,” James B. Trant, of Louisiana 
State University, president of the 
Southern ‘Economic Association, said 


Friday night in an address at the/| 


dinner of the sixth annual session at 
the Ansley hotel. 

Speaking on the subject, “The Fu- 
tility of Attempts to Make Bank 
Credit Sound by Direct Legislation,” 
Mr, Trant recommended that as a 


means of preventing the issuing of 
licenses as a matter of routine, the 
licenses should be granted only upon 
the applicant’s passing satisfactorily 
two tests in addition to unquestionable 
character and honesty, the tests being 
experience and economic education. 

The association Friday heard dis- 
cussions on a wide tange of economic 
subjects, including attacks on and de- 
fense of the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority, problems of public finance, 
the transportation situation and eco- 
nomic developments in the southern 
states. The conference will bé con- 
cluded today with a business session 
and talks'on social control. 

Many Speakers Today. 

Speakers in the session at 9:30 
o'clock this morning will include E. 
Z. Palmer, of the University of Ken- 
tucky, on “The Control of the Capi- 
tal and Money Markets,” and R. L. 
‘Thompson, of Louisiana State Univer- 
sity, on “The Agricultural Relief Act 
and the Control of Agriculture.” Tip- 
ton R. Snavely, of the University of 
Virginia, will preside, and discussions 
will be led by WN . Anderson, of 
the University of Florida, and G. W. 
toca of North Carolina State Col- 
ege, 

Discussion of the Tennessee valley 
project came during discussion of the 
transpertation situation in the Fri- 
day morning session. Emory Q. Hawk, 
of Birmingham-Southern College, 
voiced the opinion that the “IVA 
is destroying the value of public util- 
ity securities.” He was answered by 
Milton S, Heath, of the University of 
North Carolina, a speaker on the sub- 
ject of motor and water transporta- 
tion, who said that “government reg- 
ulation is based not on maintenance 
of vested values but on the develop- 
ment of social policies.” 

In expounding his recommendations 
as to licensing of bank officials, Presi- 
dent Trant said that “it is believed 
that the passing of these two tests 
would provide banks with a capable 
management and that, together wifh 
an adequate capital, will provide 
sound banking. The providing of sound 
banking will itself make any form of 
bank credit sound and that will avoid 
the shifting methods we have used 
for 250 years in this country. 

Banks Must Be Sound. 

“The failures of the past legislation 
have been caused largely by our ef- 
forts to make some specific form of 
bank credit sound by direct legislation. 
Only sound banks can produce sound 
credit and our problem, therefore, 
rests on the question of making banks 
sound. : 

“Pending the development of a 
sound system, thus . providing indi- 
rectly for sound bank credit,” said 
Mr. Trant, “it appears. desirable to 
continue the present direct restric- 
tions on banking operations and on 
bank credit and add to them regula- 
tions by direct legislation, including 
the prohibition of unsecured loans by 
a bank to its owf officers and di- 
rectors, require a secondary reserve, 
limit loans to not more than 90-day 
maturities, mit the amount a bank 
may borrow from its federal reserve 
and other banks to its capital stock 
except in emergencies, and require 
each bank to have a cost analysis 
made semi-annually.” 

Southern Cotton, Corn Hurt. 


Abraham Berglund, of the Univer- 
sity of Virginia, speaking Friday night 
on “Recent Trade Restrictions and 
Their Effects on the South,” said 
that southern cotton and corn have 
been seriously hurt by certain inter- 
national trade restrictions, 

' ‘The war forced many countries to 
produce commodities* they had previ- 
ously imported, and when peace was 
restored these industries demanded 
safeguards, and an. intense political 
nationalism after the war was respon- 
sible for restrictive measures, Mr. 
Berglund said. 

“In special instances a trade bar- 
rier may perform a social service by 
limiting commerce in commodities 
harmful to a nation or by fostering 
an.infant industry,” he said. “But, 
the present-day adoption of stringent 
restrictive measures to promote gen- 
eral trade isolation is an anachronism 
which cannot indefinitely persist in 
the face of highly developed machine 
technique.” 

Christopher Roberts, of Duke Uni- 
versity, spoke Friday night on “Dis- 
located Exchange and International 
Trade,” reminding the audience that 
“for the first time since the year 
1879 we are now one of the depreciat- 
ed countries.” 

Albert S. Keister, of the Woman's 
College, University of North Carolina, 
spoke on the public finance of Greens- 
boro, N, in prosperity and de- 
pression, and classed the state retail 
sales tax as the most desirable means 
of relieving tax burdens of property 
owners. 

T. F. Haygood, of the University

Ashby Jones Says Task of Teacher 
Is To Train Pupil To Do Thinking 


Parents who are teachers in the 
home, and teachers in the schools 
ask themselves repeatedly, what is the 


teacher’s task? 

Dr. M. Ashby Jones, widely known 
minister, speaking Thursday night be- 
fore the Atlanta Association of Cred- 
it Men on the topie, “The Home, the 
School, the Community,’ gave this 
definition of the teacher’s task: — 

“Let us understand that the teach- 
er’s task is not to teach the child 
what is true or what is false, save 
as a means toward stirring his ap- 
petite for truth and training his rea- 
soning power with the idea of send- 
ing him into life to search for his 
own truth. 

“Nor is it to teach him what is 
beautiful, but to develop his sensitive- 
ness to harmony and proportion, thus 
arousing a spiritual hunger for the 
beautiful, and a desire to translate 
the visions of his spirit into form. 

“So, ultimately, it is not the task 
even to teach what is good or bad, 
but to develop his sense of obligation

The new ruling takes a middle 
ground, holding only actual gain is 
taxable and only actual loss de- 
ductable, with the base date used to 
limit such gains or losses. 

There are six possible combinations 
of actual gain or loss and theoretical 
gain or loss since August 22, 1929, 
the commission chairman said. The 
ruling will have the following effect 
j ose cases: 

Neither profit nor loss is allowed 
in case of actual profit and theoretical 
loss, or actual loss and theoretical 
profit. 

When there is both actual and 
theoretical profit the smaller sum, 
whether actual or apparent, is taxed.

FDR, TO CONSIDER 
MOUNTAIN PARKHAY 


Proposal for Shenandoah- 
Great Smoky Link To Go 
to White House. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—()— 
Virginia, North Carolina and Ten- 
nessee were told today the proposal 
to link Shenandoah and Great Smoky 
Mountain national parks with a broad 
highway would be laid before Presi- 
nt Roosevelt. 

_It was made plain, however, that 
approval of the application for public 
works funds would be contingent on 
states furnishing necessary rights of 
way. 

Senator Byrd, democrat, Virginia, 
said Public Works Administrator 
Ickes indicated “a friendly attitude” 
toward the proposal, and said he 
would take up the matter personally 


at the White House “within a few 
days.” y 

Ickes rejected a proposal for build 
ing a highway from Washington to 
the northern end of Shenandoah park, 
Byrd said, and added the road between 
Shenandoah and Great Smoky would 
have to be operated as part of the 
park system. 

Elimination of the Washington to 
Shenandoah road would reduce the 
ameunt of funds needed from $20,- 
000,000 to $16,000,000, Byrd  esti- 
mated. — 

More than ‘one-half the mileage 
needed in Virginia would be through 
federal lands, either parks or forests, 
as would part of the mileage in the 
other two states. 

The parkway, approximately 400 
miles long, would connect with the 
skyline drive in Shenandoah park—a 
100-mile roadway.

FOSSILS. oe 
The article on shark teeth some 
weeks ago received so much attention 
at the hands of the public that I be- 
gan to be pressed for information 
about the fossils of Georgia. Since I 
am not a paleontologist by profession, 
but only by association, I am not 
able to give the information desired in 
every case. The state Geological Sur- 
vey, under the admirable direction of 
the late Dr. 8S. W. McCallie, has pre- 
pared a report on the fossils of this 
state, bit as to its present status and 
eventual date of publication, I have 
no information. 

In view of the interest manifest in 
fossils by readers of this column, how- 
ever, I feel justified in bringing to 
your attention a most valuable little 
book recently published by D. Apple- 
ton-Century as one of their New 
World of Science Series. I refer to 


“The World of Fossils,” by Carrol! 


Lane Fenton. At the age of 33, Dr. 
Futon is one of the finest paleortolo- 
gists in the field. He is known by 
name to many scientists as the asso- 
ciate editor of the American Midland 
Naturalist, a scientific journal of 
great importance. Dr. Fenton and his 
wife, Mildred Adams Fenton, who is 


also a paleontologist, have produced 
some valuable results in their work 
on fossil invertebrates. 

If you would understand the de- 
velopment of the various groups of 
animals that have risen to supremacy, 
only to pass from. the constantly 
changing picture under the stress of 
competition and an unfriendly en- 
vironment; if you would know the 
great succession of animals that have 
made up the stream of vertebrate life 
since it appeared in the earth; if you 
would understand something of why 
they passed into extinction, you would 
read this book. You will find in it 


tinent of North America and its con- 
tours in geologic periods tliat enable 
you at once to understand the vast- 
ness: of the problem and its far-reach- 
ing significance. You will be given 
a resume of the fossil’ men that have 
been so rare in findings, and even a 
condensed history of paleontology as 
a science will be found in the pages 
of this volume. oe 

The illustrations for Dr. Fenton’s 
text are the product of Dr. Fenton's 
pen. So many writers who attempt 
to illustrate their own works are dis- 
mal: failures that the discovery of a 
gifted scientist and artist inhabiting 
the same epidermis is rare indeed. It 
makes one feel that perhaps the speci- 
men should he made the type of.a new 
species. The effort to avoid repro- 
ducing the work of others, even with 
the courtesy of credit-lines, is admira- 
ble, but I know of no case where the 
undertaking was so successful as in 
this present one, 

Reading “The World of Fossils” 
will not make you a paleontologist, 
but it will make you sensitively ap- 
preciative of the fossil fields of your 
state.

And two good 
tackles can often stop a Notre Dame 
offense such as Florida’s. 

Florida, coached by a staff of gradu- 
ates, headed by likeable Dutch Stan- 
ley, an ex-end, had not been beaten 
until the Tennessee game. And the

Athens Solicitor Says Grand Jury 
Public’s Defender Against Crooks 


The grand jury is the only strong- 
hold between the people of: Georgia 
and the gangsters and racketeers who 
threaten to enguif good government, 
Henry H. West, solicitor-general of 
the western circuit, Athens, told the 
monthly meeting of the Association of 
Grand Jurors, of Fulton County, Fri- 
day night, at the Piedmont hotel. 

“But with its great power, it should 
possess an even more powerful force,” 
he said, “so that every crook in the 
county will leave when the grand jury 
meets.” The solicitor also advocated 
more appointive power for the body. 

A large crowd of nearly 200 gath- 
ered to hear Mr. West and among it 
were several women and distinguish- 
ed citizens and officers of. various 
civie and governmental groups. 

Mr. West opened his speech with 
the declaration that he “was not in- 
terested in any controversy between 
grand juries, judges and other court 
officials.” Several times during the 
talk he stopped to remind his listen- 
ers that he had inivted them to in- 
terrupt wtih questions at any time— 


but not one time was he stopped, 
though several queries were propound- 
ed after the address. 

“The grand jury,” he said, “and 
the solicitor general should avoid all 
controversy. Your solicitor is duty- 
bound to draw all bills asked by the 
jury, yet his advice on whether or not 
there is evidence to convict should be 
heeded. Neither the solicitor nor the 
trial judge should express an opinion 
on the facts as offered by witnesses,” 

The visiting salicitor said that un- 
der our present system “a solicitor 
may play politics if he wishes and some 
solicitors’ offices are political foot- 
balls.” He said the solicitors should 
be placed under supervision of the 
attorney general.

Yet she 
must have something to have the 
movie moguls so completely at her 
mercy when it comes to salary. As a 
matter of curiosity we would wel- 
come any explanation. 

A sound short in color is passable. 
A Grant Rice Sportlight on dogs is 
a bit of all right and Jimmy Beers 
provides a program of tunes appro- 
priate to Armistice Week.

oustration agent. Reports given be- 
low were compiled by the leaders of 
the different projects and are as fol- 
lows: Mrs. W. O. Suttes, home im- 
provement ledder, 439 improvements 
made as to rearrangement for con- 
venience in kitchens, including the 
raising of work surfaces, addition of 
kitchen sinks. kitchen stoo's and other 
things; 179 floors have been stained 
and rooms painted; 71 sereen doors 
aud windows added; 32 buildings re- 
paired; 183 pieces of furniture done 
over; 19 newlawns made and 38 
started but’not completed ; about 1,000 
shrubs planted this year and many 
cuttings aid annual flower beds plant- 
ed; 22 wvod piles moved out of sight; 
27 barns and outbuildings screened 
from view with plantings. Mrs. W. W..; 
Fife, gardening and orcharféing lead- 
er, reports from 11 clubs that 656,782 
feet of vegetables anid 5U’ winter gar- 
deus planted by 80 families; 1,299 
fruit trees are growing in home ors 
chards. Mrs. J. T. Shaw, canning 
leader, reports 20,424 quarts fruits 
and vegetab'es, representing 185 wom- 
en in the county. Mrs, J. A, DPeter- 
son, dairying leader's report indicated 
that the majority of farm homes in 
the county have family cows. 

A poultry report given by Mrs.

Problems of general interest submitted by readers will be ‘discussed 
in this column. Correspondence invited Your name held in confi- 
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A college boy writes that he has 
since his early youth been mortified by 
his father’s lack of assurance, by his 
meek and hesitant manner of meeting 
strangers, by his deferring to his wife 
before he answers any questions that 
are put to him. This young man is 
now enjoying the privilege of a college 
education. He is making the most of 
his opportunities for study and self- 
advancement and he is anxious to get 
hold of the secret that will give him 
poise and assurance in public. 


In the case of a man there are 
four outstanding ‘things that con- 
tribute to self-confidence, any one 
of which in the final analysis is the 
basis of assurance and poisé¢. Two 
of these are God-given gifts, the 
other two may be acqui by the 
ambitious youth provided he begins 
early enough and works hard 
enough and keeps his goal always 
before him. 


The first of these is a purely phys- 
ical qualification which he is born 
with or without. It is size, which 
gives him a sort of power, makes oth- 
ers respect him on sight and conse- 
quently makes him conscious of a 
certain sort of superiority. Some psy- 
chologist interested in experimenting 
with this idea sat with a group 0 
people at a restaurant table in a large 
city and took notes on the comments 
that were made about the entrance of 
the six footers and the physically 
powerful men. Not one of them es- 
caped the notice of the women in the 
party and indeed most of them were 
observed and commented upon by the 
men. This psychologist remarks that 
the most admired of the lot was a man 
well over six feet high who was mar- 
ried to a woman that supported him 
because he hadn't sense ¢nough to 
make a dollar. Yet he strutted in 
with all the assurance and self-satis-. 
faction of a prize animal and knew) 
himself to be the cynosure »f all the 
women’s eyes. Physical power gave 
him a vast sense of security and su- 
periority. 


Someone has said that many little 
men are cocky in their attitu\le and in 
their manner, by this saying to the 
world “I know myself to be physically 
inferior but what I lack in physical 
size 1 make up in the mental and 
spiritual realms.” 

The second qualification for poise 
and assurance is sucess, The college 
boy that has mastered his courses. 
the athlete that is starring in some 
sport, the business man that is mak- 


liner, the movie star whose name 
is a box office attraction, the cférk 
whose commissicns are larger than 
any other clerk’s, the typist who can 
write more words to the minute 
than any other typist, the reporter 
who is chosen for the big assign- 
ments, and all the other successful 
people, no matter in what realm 
their suecess lies, have a sense of 
power that gives them assurance 
and the appearance of poise. The 
sucess of the mature man is gen- 
erally translated into monéy. And 
the world knews that the monied 
man is complacent because of the 
power his money gives. 


The third qualification is knowl- 
edge—education. But this must re- 
fer to broad knowledge. Ignorance 
breeds fear. We are all fearful of con- 
ditions, of situations, of people that 
we are unfamiliar with. The educa- 
tion that equips a man to speak cor- 
rectly, to write clearly, to be conver- 
‘sant with history, with current topics, 
to talk intelligently of far-away 
places to which he may not have been 
and of peoples he may never have 
seen, to measure a man’s mind, to 
understand his problems and sympa- 
thize with his disappointmegts and 
failures, this is the liberal education 
that gives assurance, assurance which 
nothing can take away.
